ARTIST and fishing enthusiast Jess Douglas 
grew up on the Mediterranean island of Ibiza 
before moving to Lyme Regis with her family. 

A former Woodroffe School pupil, she went 
on to study illustration at Plymouth University 
and her latest work "Lyme Caught'is inspired 
by her time spent working in the local fishing 
industry. 


• WHEN did you first take an interest in art? 

Both my parents were artists and they always encour¬ 
aged me to paint and be creative. It's just something 
I've always been good at. 


• DID you study art at university? 

Yes, I studied Illustration at the University of Ply¬ 
mouth. I couldn't have asked for better tutors really. 
They were very supportive and knew how to push me 
towards my strengths. We went on a trip to New York 
in the second year, and that's where I found my true 
style. I started drawing old abandoned buildings and 
fairgrounds in New York, and the old painted adverts 
on the side of buildings and billboards were really in¬ 
spiring to me. I found them to have a kind of mystery 
and a lost story to them. 



I don't have a website for my boat paintings yet, but 
I do have Instagram - LymeCaughtlllustration or 
Lyme Caught Facebook page. Some of my prints are 
also displayed in the back street windows of the Har¬ 
bour Inn down at the Cobb. 


• WHAT inspires your work now? 

Since graduating in 2009 I felt quite lost without 
being surrounded by artistic people to bounce ideas 
off, and lost all inspiration to create anything. 

I went off and worked on super yachts in the Mediter¬ 
ranean for a bit. When I returned I qualified as a com¬ 
mercial skipper, and started crewing on one of the 
small fishing boats out of Lyme. 

But it was only March this year that I finally found 
inspiration to paint again. The biggest boat in the har¬ 
bour belongs to a friend of mine, it's called New 
Seeker. I just decided I'd paint it, without him know¬ 
ing, to see if I still had it. I eventually showed him, and 
he loved it and bought it off me. He suggested I 
posted a picture of it on a Facebook page called "Fish¬ 
ing News" and since then it's all gone a bit mad! I have 
painted 24 boats to date, from Whitby, the Shetlands, 
Isles of Scillies, Ireland, Channel Islands and three 
commissions on order for America. 


times, so I wanted to show people how hardworking 
these men and women are, and try and portray the 
beautiful boats that they rely on so much through all 
weathers, day in day out. 

I've now got myself a little studio in town, where I 
was hoping to start doing screen-printing from, 
eventually producing and selling prints and T-shirts 
under the Lyme Caught name. 


• WHAT do you enjoy about working on the 
boats? 

I got into fishing about six years ago when I was in¬ 
vited out to try out fishing for bass using a rod and 
line. I'd never even held a fishing rod before so I was 
so chuffed to catch quite a few bass that day! Since 
then I was hooked (pardon the pun) and made sure I 
took all my certificates to become a qualified deck¬ 
hand, then after four years experience I could do my 
skipper's ticket. 

My parents owned a sailing boat when I was little, 
when we lived in Ibiza where I grew up, so I’ve always 
had the sea in my blood, but there's some deeper 
connection to the sea when your fishing. 

These fishermen have so much knowledge of the 
sea, they know the seabed like the palm of their 
hands; the way the tides run, and working the 
weather. I've so much respect for them and am mas¬ 
sively lucky to be accepted into such a close knit 
working community, that in Lyme really goes unno¬ 
ticed. 


• WHERE is your artwork available to buy? 


• WHAT do you like about living in lyme? 

Having grown up in Ibiza, there's not many places 
that can beat living there, but Lyme is where my roots 
are and it's got everything I need; the sea, beautiful 
views, lovely people, and the Cobb, where I spend 
most of my time hanging out, drinking tea, and talk¬ 
ing about the weather with all my favourite fisher¬ 
men! 


• WHAT medium do you like to work in? 

I use paint marker pens called "Posca" (which origi¬ 
nate in the street art scene) as well as brush markers 
and pen and ink.

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Progress on town centre 
development must be 
fast say district councillors 


DECADES of indecision about the 
future of Dorchester's Charles Street 
development may finally come to 
and end after councillors agreed to 
release funds for further work to be 
carried out to find a solution. 

The idea of a new town centre de¬ 
velopment has been on the cards for 
30 years and three developers have 
pulled out of projects on the site. 

Phase One was completed and saw 
the building of the West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council offices on South Walks, 
but Phase Two was abandoned in 
2015. 

This week West Dorset District 
Council's Executive Committee 
viewed a report carried out by GL 
Hearn and discussed the options, 
which included tidying up the car 
park and forgetting the whole idea or 
looking for a less ambitious plan for 
the site. 

It was agreed that that funds would 
be released to enable further work to 
be carried out, including discussions 
with larger retailers, to find a solution 


that would include protecting valu¬ 
able car parking space. 

Speaking after the meeting Coun¬ 
cillor Alan Thacker said that they 
now needed to move quickly and 
major players must be involved. 
“The vital thing to do is to look at car 
parking as a whole, it is desperately 
needed to keep the whole thing vi¬ 
able. A new retail project could work 
if it reflects the current retail environ¬ 
ment. Much has changed since the 
previous plans fell through and 
Dorchester has changed as well. 

“Brewery Square is excellent and 
we need something to compliment it. 
Brewery Square doesn't have the 
larger shops and we need to try to 
keep people who are currently trav¬ 
elling to shop in Yeovil, 
Bournemouth and Southampton. I 
think this could be a way of doing 
that.” 

“One thing we all agree on is that 
progress needs to be fast, so that we 
can have public support for whatever 
is viable.” he added.

Businesses battle it out 
to be named the best in 
Dorset at tourism awards 


RESTAURANTS, hotels and tourist attractions 
from across Weymouth, Dorchester and the rest 
of the county, will be battling it out to be 
named the best at the annual Dorset Tourism 
Awards next month. 

A record 60 trophies will be presented to 
Dorset's leading tourism businesses and individ¬ 
uals at this year's awards ceremony at Boving- 
ton'sTank Museum in October. 

Finalists were decided by a panel of judges 
based on a number of criteria including web¬ 
sites, reviews, social media and a programme of 
mystery visits, with evidence presented to a 
judging panel.

Witness appeal following alleged assault 


DETECTIVES in Weymouth are appealing for 
witnesses to come forward following an alleged 
assault int he town which left one man with a frac¬ 
tured jaw. 

At around 4am on Sunday, September 18th it 
was reported that a man was assaulted in East 
Street at the junction of Mitchell Street in the 
town.

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Landlord fined for managing 
dangerous and over-run house 


A LANDLORD has been ordered to pay costs after 
a court found that a property he was managing was 
unsafe and in poor repair. 

Landlord Antone Spiroc-tica, 61, of Hanover 
Road, Weymouth, has been given a two-year con¬ 
ditional discharge and ordered to pay £3,497.40 in 
costs and a victim surcharge of £20 after being 
prosecuted by Weymouth and Portland Borough 
Council for offences relating to the condition and 
management of a house in multiple occupation. 

He appeared at Weymouth Magistrates Court

POLICE are appealing 
for dash cam or CCTV 
footage following al¬ 
leged dangerous driving 
in Weymouth. 

Officers received re¬

At around 3.15pm on 
Monday, September 12th 
the vehicle was spotted 
by police at Boot Hill. 
The vehicle did not stop 
for officers when re¬ 
quested. 

The car was seen to 
travel along Westwey 
Road, turning left onto 
Abbotsbury Road, onto 
Pottery Lane, then to 
Longcroft Road and Cor¬ 
poration Road. The car 
was found abandoned a 
short time later along 
Bedford Road.

where he pleaded guilty to five offences relating to 
the property in Hanover Road. 

The court heard that an environmental health of¬ 
ficer visited the 11-bedroom house on May 13th of 
this year and found that it was overcrowded and in 
poor repair. It was being used to house 19 tenants. 

Mr Spiroc-tica admitted one offence under the 
Housing Act 2004, namely that he was managing 
the property without a House in Multiple Occupa¬ 
tion Licence. 

He also admitted four offences of breaching the 
Management of Houses in Multiple Occupation 
(England) Regulations 2006. Some of the offences 
related to matters of fire safety as well as general 
disrepair. 

Weymouth & Portland Borough Council worked 
with Dorset & Wiltshire Fire and Rescue Service 
on parts of this case 

After the case, Councillor Gill Taylor, Weymouth 
& Portland Borough Council's Housing 
Briefholder, said: “Landlords that let dangerous 
and run-down accommodation must and will be 
prosecuted. This sends out a strong message that 
we will not tolerate dangerous and poor accommo¬ 
dation for residents. 

“However, I'd also like to stress that prosecutions 
are a last resort. We are committed to working with 
landlords so they are made aware of problems and 
know their responsibilities. We can advise, guide 
and assist them to improve their properties. How¬ 
ever, if landlords refuse to improve, we will take 
action.”

Anger at proposed 
changes to Vital' 
hospital services 


THERE was another large turnout 
for the third march in support of 
hospital services in Dorchester. 

Campaigners are angry at the 
proposed closure of the King¬ 
fisher children's ward and Special 
Care Baby Unit at Dorset County 
Hospital, along with other pro¬ 
posed changes to NHS services in 
the county. 

The proposals have been put for¬ 
ward as part of the Clinical Ser¬ 
vices Review and a public 
consultation on the future of ser¬ 
vices in the county is due to be 
held at some point in the autumn, 
although no date has yet been set. 

Local parent Naomi Patterson 
set up the campaign to save the 
Kingfisher children's ward and the 
Special Care Baby Unit at Dorset 
County Hospital after hearing 
about proposals to close them and 
transfer services to the east of the 
county. 

“My son contracted meningitis 
back in 2008 and now lives with a 
life threatening illness, so we 
spend a lot of our time up at the 
Kingfisher ward. When the pro¬ 
posals in the Clinical Services Re¬ 
view came to light I knew for us 
and for many other people it 
would be impossible to cope with 
the travel. We also know that 
A&E would not be able to cope 
overnight without the Kingfisher 
ward. It would put extra pressure 
on both the A&E and the Ambu¬ 
lance Service. 

“The situation is causing a lot of 
anxiety. We have to show the 
Clinical Commissioning Group 
that they must work with us, to 
consider every need in every area, 
before they make these ridiculous 
proposals.” 

Lisa Hopkins from Poundbury 
said she'd joined the march be¬ 
cause of the maternity unit. 

“I had a still birth at 36 weeks, 
back in March and they were very 
very supportive and I have an¬ 
other one on the way so I am very 
concerned about the possible 
changes. I would be so anxious

about travelling so far if anything 
happened. I also spent a lot of my 
childhood in Kingfisher ward be¬ 
cause of heart problems, so this is 
a big big thing. There will cer¬ 
tainly be a lot of angry people if it 
moves.” 

Jenny Legg from Dorchester 
said this was the first time she had 
been on a march. 

“My daughter has bad asthma 
and she has been in Kingfisher 
ward quite a few times. So if it 
wasn't there the journey we'd have 
to make wouldn't be good at all. 
And both of my children were de¬ 
livered by emergency caesarean. I 
think there is a lot of support for 
this campaign.” 

West Dorset resident Billy Bragg 
joined the march through the 
town. 

“I think it is very very important 
that we keep the ability for chil¬ 
dren to get 24/7 treatment here in 
Dorchester. It's a long way to 
travel to Bournemouth. Anyone 
who has their kid in hospital, 
you're going to want to be there as 
much as you can. I remember 
when my little brother was uncon¬ 
scious for six weeks after a car ac¬ 
cident and my mum and my nan 
were there all the time. So the idea 
of having to travel so far is a 
dreadful one, that's why I wanted 
to come along today. It's important 
to us all here, particularly for those 
who live 30 minutes away from 
Dorchester, I think that's far 
enough already.” 

In a statement Dr Forbes Wat¬ 
son, Chair of NHS Dorset Clinical 
Commissioning Group said: 
“Since the launch of the Clinical 
Services Review we have had sev¬ 
eral meetings with representatives 
of the Save SCBU and Kingfisher 
group to discuss the recommenda¬ 
tions for local services and under¬ 
stand their concerns. An outcome 
of the last meeting was a number 
of planned activities including

focus groups with users of local 
services which we trying to fi¬ 
nalise. 

“In order to ensure people can 
find out more about the recom¬ 
mendations for maternity and pae¬ 
diatric care we have published a 
summary via our social media 
channels. Alternatively it is avail¬ 
able via www.dorsetsvi 
sion.nhs.uk 

“As we have been clear about 
since the launch of the Clinical 
Services Review, no decisions will 
be made until we have taken ac¬ 
count of the views that will be col¬ 
lected during the public 
consultation. 

“During the consultation we 
want as many people as possible 
to have their say so are encourag¬ 
ing people to find out more via 
www.dorsetsvision.nhs.uk or to 
sign up for our email newsletter by 
joining our Health Involvement 
Network.

Proposed boundary changes 
in South Dorset constituency 

THE South Dorset parliament constituency - which 
includes Weymouth and Portland - could see changes 
to its boundaries as part of a nationwide electoral 
shake-up. 

The Boundary Commission released proposals last 
week which would see the number of MPs in England 
and Wales being cut from 533 to 501. 

More than £60million would be saved over five 
years if the plans went ahead, with the number of 
South West MPs being reduced from 55 to 53. 

Under the plans, the whole of the Puddletown ward 
would be incorporated into South Dorset (it is cur¬ 
rently split between West and South Dorset) along 
with the Broadmayne and Crossways ward from the 
West Dorset constituency. 

Meanwhile, the Bere Regis, St Martin and Wareham 
wards would move from the Mid Dorset and North 
Poole constituency to South Dorset. 

The changes would see an increase in the number 
of people South Dorset MP Richard Drax would be 
representing in Westminster should he be re-elected 
at the next general election.

Where reputation matters 
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Army of poppy 
makers begin 
work on WWI 
tank memorial 

WORK has started to stitch tens of thousands of pop¬ 
pies to strips of material which will then be used to 
cover a tank at Bovington Tank Museum. 

The poppy project is being carried out by the Let’s 
Make It group in Weymouth. 

Organiser Julie Hursthouse said: “This is a new pro¬ 
ject for us which is partly linked to the 2016 poppy 
appeal. 

“Our aim is to use poppies to cover a tank at Bov¬ 
ington Tank Museum as well as other military arte¬ 
facts. 

“We have so far made more than 26,000 poppies to¬ 
wards our target of 75,000 poppies, each one of which 
will represent ten soldiers recorded killed in World 
War I. 

“To start with we will have an art installation at 
Weymouth Library including a cannon, a soldier, a 
horse and windows covered in poppies to depict a 
massive wreath. 

“In the future our poppy sheets will be taken to Bov¬ 
ington Tank Museum and used to cover a tank as part 
of 2018 commemorations being planned to mark the 
centenary of the end of World War I.” 

She added that it was the biggest project that the 
Let’s Make It group had ever tackled because they 
have had people joining in with them from right 
across Dorset. 

Julie said: “We have partners making poppies from 
Lyme Regis, Bridport, Sherborne and Bournemouth 
and from many villages and many WIs as well as shel¬ 
tered homes, brownies and beavers, a real army of 
poppy makers! 

“The project crosses all ages from as young as four 
years to as old as 99 and it will hopefully be com¬ 
pleted in about two years time.”

'The Scary Guy' is a former tattoo 
artist who used to own three tattoo 
studios and whose own personal tat¬ 
toos cover 85 per cent of his body. He 
now acts as a comedian, philosopher 
and educator and has been working 
with IPACA during the past year to 
develop a respectful IPACA commu¬ 
nity. He has been speaking to chil¬ 
dren, staff and even parents and 
members of the community about 
developing personal strategies to 
deal with bullying, name-calling and 
negative behaviour. 

After spending years being judged 
for his appearance and drawing neg¬ 
ative attention and daily prejudice 
from strangers, the Scary Guy 
stopped his work as a tattoo artist 
and has spent the last 16 years work¬ 
ing in schools across the world ad¬ 


dressing issues of anti-social be¬ 
haviour. 

As well as working in schools,'Scary' 
has worked in prisons, detention cen¬ 
tres, police forces and the military. 

In his programme he describes the 
impact that people's words and ac¬ 
tions have on others, their confidence 
and perception of other. 

The programme is unique though 
and doesn't just focus on bullies, how 
to control behaviour or how to deal 
with incidents after they've hap¬ 
pened but tries to focus on a preven¬ 
tative approach. 

IPACA principal, Joss Hayes, said: 
"Scary empowers young people to 
understood their behaviour and 
choose what to do themselves. 

"His approach is extremely effective 
and it is fantastic to welcome him 
back to IPACA and the Portland Com¬ 
munity - after all, young people can¬ 
not succeed academically or socially 
without feeling safe and happy in 
their school environment."

Cheers! Dorset brewery raises 
a glass to superfast broadband 


A DORSET brewery has told how faster broadband 
has helped transform its business operations. 

Piddle Brewery makes beer, cider and lager at its 
base near Piddlehinton, near Dorchester. It sells to 
pubs, hotels, shops and the general public via the in¬ 
ternet. 

Managing Director Ian Siddall recently upgraded 
the brewery's broadband service. 

He said: "We do our route planning on the world 
wide web, we do our accounts, we do our sales ... I 
think the only thing we don't do on the internet is 
brew the beer. 

"This is the future. The world is changing to an in¬ 
tegrated computer model and if you're not on board 
you will be a dinosaur in five years' time." 

Piddle Brewery is currently too far from the nearest 
fibre enabled cabinet to benefit from faster speeds. 
The business receives its superfast broadband from 
Wessex Internet, which used fixed wireless technol¬ 
ogy to provide the service. 

Director Matthew Skipsey said: "Wessex Internet is 
pleased to support a micro-brewery in the heart of the 
Dorset countryside. 

"Ironically the Piddlehinton Enterprise Park was not 
a very well-connected part of Dorset before our ar¬ 
rival. A local Wessex Internet Point of Presence was 
installed onto a new building on the park in 2014. 
From this site, we can deliver up to 50 Mb/s superfast 
broadband services across the park via a fixed-wire- 
less connection, independent of the copper wires.

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GET KIDS BACK TO NATURE 


INSTEAD of going out¬ 
side and exploring the 
natural world, most 
modern kids now spend the majority of their time 
indoors, staring at a screen. 

But why not combine the two, asks expert forager 
and mum-of-six Fiona Bird. 

The author of new book Let Your Kids Go Wild Out¬ 
side, believes there's nothing better for the whole 
family than exploring countryside, woods and 
beaches, and foraging for food. But she accepts that 
technology is now part of life, and says it can be a 
great tool for helping wild explorers identify and 
learn about everything they find in the natural 
world. 

"I find it useful to take my iPhone down to the 
beach or into the countryside to identify things," she 
says. 

"Instead of playing on a computer game, kids can 
go outside and discover something, and then find 
out about it with their technology. Get outside, and 
then you can come back and sit on the sofa with 
your iPad. 

"Technology is here to stay and it's incredibly use¬ 
ful. You're not doing any harm by using tech to help 
you find out about the natural world." 

FORGOTTEN WONDERS 

Bird, 57, divides her time between Angus in Scot¬ 


land and the Outer He¬ 
bridean Isle of South 
Uist, where her hus¬ 
band is the local doctor. She's a bit of a whizz in the 
kitchen after she's been foraging for ingredients, 
and was once a MasterChef finalist. 

"I wrote the book because I felt a lot of the things 
I'd done as a child were in danger of being forgot¬ 
ten, so I thought I'd document them," she says. 

The book is split into chapters for various natural 
habitats, including Woods, Meadows, and Seashore, 
and as well as easy-to-understand information 
about conservation guidelines and tips on how to 
forecast the weather, Bird teaches young readers 
how to identify different insects, plants, fungi and 
seaweed, and explains various simple outdoor craft 
projects, including making pot pourri, leaf bunting 
or a conker necklace, and building a woodland wig¬ 
wam. 

HUNTER GATHERERS 

The book also features My Wild Garden and 
Kitchen, where you can find recipes using foraged 
ingredients, including wild garlic parcels and bil¬ 
berry and sorrel seed muffins. 

Bird is an experienced forager herself, and has 
written a book about the hunt for natural food, The 
Forager's Kitchen. She explains that while a simple 
walk in the countryside might not entice kids out of

the house, the lure of finding food may just swing 
it. 

"You might have to frogmarch your kids out for a 
walk, especially if the weather's bad, whereas when 
you go out to forage and you're poking about like 
hunter gatherers, it becomes more of an adventure 
and you lose the concept of time - it's always the 
bush a little bit further away that might have more 
exciting things in it." 

RISK AVERSE 

Bird says modern society doesn't encourage chil¬ 
dren to take risks, and the result is often that parents 
feel safer with their kids sitting inside staring at a 
screen rather than playing outside and enjoying the 
natural world. 

"Some people think they can't possibly let their 
kids go wild because they don't know who they're 
going to come across and they worry about the risk. 

"But I'm not really suggesting that, I'm suggesting 
that an adult makes time to do this with the kids, 
and it's a joint learning opportunity." 

OWN BACKYARD 

And the nature enthusiast is keen to stress that 
travelling miles into the countryside isn't necessary 
for children to discover the natural world. 

"You don't need to spend hours in a car, you can 
do it in your own neighbourhood," she says. 

"And if you do it in your own backyard, it reduces 
the amount of time a parent needs to be involved if 
necessary." 

She explains that as you often don't see wildlife 


when you're in the countryside, she came up with 
the idea of throwing flour down in the back garden 
to see how many cats, dogs or birds had walked 
over it. 

"Then take that idea to the countryside," she sug¬ 
gests. 

"Get a magnifying glass and a cobweb, and kids 
can learn about the natural world in their own back 
garden. You don't have to go miles out." 

WILD FAMILY 

And the mum, whose children are all grown-up, 
insists that, rather than parents just taking young 
children to splash in puddles or go on bug hunts, 
finding out about the wonders of the wild is some¬ 
thing the whole family should do together, whether 
children are young or old. 

"With little kids it's easy - they want to splash in 
puddles, and they do it naturally. But I wanted to get 
families to explore outside together, and get older 
kids out there too. 

"I want to encourage people to get outside and 
see what's there for them. By getting outside too, 
parents can learn what kids need to watch out for, 
as well as what's good to take back and use in the 
kitchen, or dye with. 

"When you want quality time, getting outside and 
learning about nature is a huge opportunity for a 
shared learning experience. There's just so much 
out there."

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SOME love the 
rhythm and soli¬ 
tude of a long Sunday morning run, others get 
their kicks from the squeals of rubber soles 
and balls whizzing high-speed around a 
squash court, while clipping a lead on the dog 
and braving whatever elements for a stroll on 
the beach does it for many. When it comes to 
moving our bodies, it's different strokes for 
different folks. 

But there's one form of exercise that ticks so 
many boxes and offers so many benefits - all 
of which many of us greatly need in our 'Stress 
Epidemic!', tech-addicted, 'Sitting down is the 
new smoking!' lives - that whatever else you 
enjoy, you'd do well to consider giving it a go. 

Like thousands of others, it was back pain 
that first led me to a Pilates studio (just a 
bog-standard room at the local leisure centre; 
you don't have to fork out for fancy classes), 
and it's the closest thing to a panacea I've ever 
discovered, doing far more than simply 
improving my posture and providing a 
top-to-toe stretch. 

Here are five reasons to take up Pilates... 

It encourages us to think of our 
body and mind as one 

"Pilates in its gentlest form is very much a 
mind/body discipline. It calms you both inside 
and out, connecting you to your deeper core 
muscles," notes personal trainer and Pilates 
instructor, Mary Huckle (www.breakthrough 
fitness.co.uk). Many ancient health 
philosophies - which, remember, informed 
much of modern medicine - revolve around 
holistic principles, which basically means that 
body and mind are linked. It's something 
Western societies have lost touch with in 
modern times, but we only have to look at 
ourselves and our own experiences to be 
reminded just how true it is that physical and 
emotional health are closely intertwined: how 
you get more colds when you're stressed; why 
that headache intensifies when you're under 
pressure; how positive distractions can take 
the edge off that sore knee... "Holistic exercise 
is the 'buzz' in the industry right now, and 
Pilates is hugely popular. It's a challenging 
deep-core workout, but is much kinder to 
body and mind. It allows you to be mindful 
and focus on the inside, and encourages 
slower-paced movement based around great 
technique. The perfect way to take time out, 
while still getting and amazing feel-good 
workout!" says Elaine Denton, personal trainer 
and group health and fitness support for 
David Lloyd Clubs (www.davidlloyd.co.uk). 

It could make you a better 
runner/cyclist/tennis player, etc... 

If you think Pilates isn't 'your thing', because 
you prefer a particular sport or more vigorous 
exercise, think again. A strong core, good 
alignment and even better breathing tech¬ 
nique will all help support your body in your 
fitness pursuits elsewhere. A good core isn't 
just about blitzing those abs crunches; there's 
far more to it - and investing a little time in it 
through Pilates could pay dividends in terms 
of boosting your overall performance in what¬ 
ever exercise you enjoy and preventing injury. 
"In terms of runners, sometimes a slight im¬ 
balance in the body will go on to create prob¬ 
lems because it's such a repetitive movement 


you're doing. 
Even a small 
adjustment in your posture or in your core 
stability can make a huge impact," says Lynne 
Robinson, founder of Body Control Pilates 
(www.bodycontrolpilates.com). 

It can help with chronic pain management 

Of course, anybody with a medical condi¬ 
tion or chronic pain problems should seek 
professional advice before embarking on any 
new exercise regime - but providing you 
listen to your body, start gently and stay 
within your limits, Pilates could become a 
central, possibly even life-changing, part of 
how you manage your condition in the long¬ 
term, both physically and psychologically. 
Strengthening your core and keeping 
muscles loose can help to support your body, 
removing strain from joints, for example. Pi¬ 
lates can also provide a gentle way of keeping 
your circulation up, hopefully helping relieve 
pain over time and bring about an often 
much-needed sense of doing something 
positive for your body. "Exercise is being 
described as the new drug, and in particular 
Pilates is being prescribed by more and more 
GPs as either an alternative to drugs or as a 
complementary therapy. It also has proven 
benefits for sufferers of neurological condi¬ 
tions, as well as the more common postural 
alignment benefits, for example, improving 
lower back pain and in certain cases, even 
avoiding surgery," says Huckle. 

It relieves stress 

Fans of Pilates are well aware that it works 
wonders for the mind as well as the body, and 
a recent study found Pilates really does help 
us deal with mental and emotional stress. 
"The scientists at the University of Pittsburgh 
have identified a circuit, which directly links 
part of the brain to the adrenal medulla (this 
is the inner part of the adrenal gland, which 
triggers an adrenal surge when we feel 
stressed). The very same network is also 
associated with the part of our brain which 
controls movements," explains Robinson. 

Physiotherapists often recommend it 

When you have a history of injuries or mus¬ 
culoskeletal problems, perhaps associated 
with back pain (as we know, extremely com¬ 
mon in the UK!), it's easy to think you need to 
avoid physical activity as much as possible. 
Experts are increasingly trying to highlight 
that, in fact, the opposite is true, and staying 
as regularly active as possible is actually vital 
in managing such problems. Of course, some 
people may need rest periods and you'll still 
need to be sensible, but there's good reason 
a lot of physiotherapists encourage patients 
to take up gentle Pilates. "Pilates sessions can 
really help manage back pain. At Boost 
Physio, we have special remedial Pilates ses¬ 
sions and classes for women suffering from 
back pain or recovering from injuries. We 
work with our clients on safely strengthening 
the core posture, deep abdominal muscles 
and pelvic floor muscles that protect and sup¬ 
port the spine. This is ideal for women recov¬ 
ering from back injuries or spine problems 
and regular Pilates sessions are fantastic for 
recovery, long term pain management and 
prevention", says Laura Herman of Boost 
Physio (boostphysio.com).

Brilliant Blake blasts his way to Rio gold 


PAUL Blake annihilated the field as he raced to 
gold in theT36 400 metres final in Rio last Fri¬ 
day, and in doing so claimed Britain's 50th 
gold medal of the 2016 Paralympics Games. 

The 26-year-old who had to settle for silver 
in London four years ago, went one better this 
time as he raced to victory in a season's best 
time of 54.49 seconds despite the rainy con¬ 
ditions, beating his old adversary, Ukraine's 
Roman Pavlyk into second place by over a sec¬ 
ond. 

Blake, from Charlton Down, Dorchester, was 
drawn in the unfavourable outside lane which

meant that he could see none of his rivals in¬ 
side him, whilst Pavlyk, who finished third be¬ 
hind him in 2012, had the inside lane. 

However, it was the Pole Krzysztof Ciuksza 
that Blake saw just ahead of him on the top 
bend as the stagger began to unravel with 
120m to go, but he kept his cool and as Ciuk¬ 
sza began to tire, Blake accelerated away 
down the home straight to win by an incredi¬ 
ble six metres. 

Afterwards an elated but modest Blake told 
Channel Four: "I'm lost for words. In 20121 was 
fortunate enough to get silver and bronze 
(800m) and I've finally done it (won gold). All 
the hard work this year has paid off." 

He also paid tribute to his coach and his 
family, who were in the stadium to watch his 
success. 

His victory was well received among the 
commentator's in the studio at the stadium 
including Iwan Thomas, himself a silver 
Olympic 400m winner who was extremely 
complementary at the way he ran the race. He 
said:"Paul is one of our most outstanding and 
experienced athletes and is very popular 
within the team," before claiming his own 
headline: "Blake is brilliant in Brazil". 

However, there was disappointment the fol¬ 
lowing day when he finished second behind 
Australian JamesTurner in theT36 800m. 

Blake was hoping to make it a double gold 
in the longer distance, but had to settle for sil¬ 
ver behind the 20-year-old who only switched 
from playing seven-a-side football for his 
country to athletics last year. 

The rookie in the field, he set off at speed 
from the start, whilst Blake who claimed 
bronze in London, set off in pursuit. It was an¬ 
ticipated that Turner would tire as the race 


progressed, but despite Blake closing slightly 
at the start of the second lap, the Aussie main¬ 
tained his pace to the finish to smash the ex¬ 
isting world record by three seconds. 

Magnanimous in defeat but as always mod¬ 
est and polite he told Channel Four: "To get a 
silver medal, I’m really pleased with myself. I 
went off a bit too slowly. If I had gone off a bit 
quicker, I maybe could have held onto him. He 
was just better than me on the day. Congrat¬ 
ulations to him. 

"He went off pretty hard. My coach told me 
if he takes it out then I should go with him, 
and I did. But, I wasn't strong enough." 

Considering he was dogged by a heel injury 
in the summer that put his chances of selec¬ 
tion for Rio in doubt, the 26-year old will feel 
a gold and silver was just reward. He con¬ 
cluded: "It's been an amazing experience." 

No medal for Neill 

DESPITE a valiant effort from Holly Neill, she 
finished out of the medals in the F41 Discus 
last Thursday in Rio. 

The 27-year old from Chantmarle was mak¬ 
ing her first Paralympic appearance and was 
hopeful of an outside chance of a medal fol¬ 
lowing her bronze at the European Champi¬ 
onships in Grosseto, Italy. 

However, she could not compete against 
the power, particularly of the Tunisian's, and 
had to settle for eighth with a best throw of 
23.13m, just short of her PB of 23.76m set ear¬ 
lier this year in Dubai. 

The event was won by Raoua Tlili of Tunisia 
with a world record throw of 33.38, over seven 
metres more than silver medallist Niamh Mc¬ 
Carthy of Ireland.
